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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Thefollowing is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record, which is the most pertinent art found, fails to teach and/or fairly suggest the 
instant invention. The Rule 1.132 declaration shows that a pigment preparation 
prepared according to the instant invention has significantly less bleeding into a white 
overpainted coating than the combination disclosed in US Patent No. 6,284,035. The 
rejection of the claims over PCT WO 02/055610 is withdrawn as this reference fails to 
teach the same organic pigments as instantly claimed. The rejection of the claims with 
respect to JP 2003-232914A no longer applies as this reference fails to teach the use of 
the same inorganic pigments as instantly claimed. For more details please refer to the 
Rule 1.132 declaration and applicant's arguments submitted on 20 September 2007.
